Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 05/03/06 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. See below. 

In response to the applicant's arguments in the paragraphs on page 3 of the 
applicant's response dated 05/03/06, it is submitted that Mei et al. do not teach 
away from forming the floating gate above the substrate surface as presently 
claimed because Mei teaches a better way for forming the flash memory EEPROM 
device and discloses that forming the floating gate above the substrate surface 
offers acceptable advantage of reduction in cell size of split gate. Further, it is 
submitted that a statement that a first product is somewhat inferior to another 
product for the same use does not teach away when the reference also discloses 
that the first offers acceptable advantages. In re Gurley, 27F.3d 551,553, 31 
USPQ2nd 1130, 1131 (Fed Cir. 1994). 

In response to the applicant's arguments in the paragraphs in middle of page 
4 of the applicant's response dated 05/03/06, it is submitted Chang is being relied 
on only for the teaching of forming a dielectric material over a floating gate to 
provide isolation for gate. Further, it is submitted that Hsu is being relied on only 
for the teaching of forming a dielectric spacer on a floating gate structure having a 
floating gate and an overlying cap layer to eliminate the bridging of metal silicides.
